1. (Currently Amended) A modular cabinet comprising: 

a plurality of posts mounted between a top member and a bottom member to form 
a frame, the frame being configured to interchangeably receive at least one drawer or at 
least one door or at least one shelf; 

wherein each of the plurality of posts has, 
a first longitudinal panel groove; 
a second longitudinal panel groove; and 

a longitudinal channel configured to receive a shelf bracket or a drawer 
bracket; and h aa at Icaat one panol groove formed longitudinally thoroin; and 
first and second flat a plurality of panels attached to the frame of the cabinet to 
form an exterio r, the first longitudinal panel groove configured to receive th e first flat 
panel and the second longitudinal panel groove configured to re ceive the second flat 
panel . 

2. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 1, wherein each of the plurality of posts 
is a single-piece post. 

3. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 2, wherein each post is formed from 
extruded aluminum. 

4. (Currenfly Amended) The modular cabinet of claim 1, wherein the top and-4ep 
bottom m embers comprise are formed from blow molded plastic. 
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5. (Cancelled) 

6. (Currently Amended) The modular cabinet of claim 1, further comprising at least 
one door, wherein the at least one door comprises a hinge rod, and wherein the top and bottom 
members of the frame each have an receptacle formed therein, the receptacle in the top and 
bottom members being configured to receive the hinge rod. 

7. (Currently Amended) A kit for assembling a modular cabinet comprising the The 
modular cabinet of claim 1, wherein the components of the cabinet are broken down and 
compacted able and form a kit such that the modular cabinet can be transported in a compact 
form, the kit being configured to be assembled by a user or purchase r, wherein the user or 
pu rchaser a s scmblcG aubotantially all tho compononto of the Icit by screwing, sliding or snapping 
the components together. 

8: (Currently Amended) A modular cabinet comprising: 

a plurality of posts mounted between a top member and a bottom member to form 
a frame, the frame being configured to interchangeably receive at least one drawer or at 
least one door of at least one shelf, wherein the at l e ast ono door is receiv e d in first and 
second rec e ptacles formed in respective bottom and top members and wh e rein the drawer 
has a drawer bracket that is receiv e d in respective chann e ls fonncd in each of two of th e 
plurahty of posts, wherein each of the plurality of posts has at least one panel groove 
formed longitudinally therein and at least one of the plurality of posts has a door flange 
formed longitudinally therein, and wherein the bottom and top members have respective 
first and second receptacles for receiving a door ; 
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a door pivotably attached to the first and second receptacles, the door comprising 
a door panel having an edge that is received by the door flange of the at least one post; 
and 

a plurality of panels attached to the frame of the cabinet to form an exterior. 

9. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 8, wherein each of the plurality of posts 
is a single-piece post. 

10. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 8, wherein each post is formed from 
extruded aluminum.

12. (Currently Amended) A modular cabinet comprising: 

a plurality of posts mounted between a top member and a bottom member to form 
a frame, wherein each of the plurality of posts has, 

a first longitudinal panel groove forming a slit; 
a second longitudinal panel groove forming a slit; and 
a longitudinal chaimel configured to receive a shelf bracket or a drawer 
bracket; and cach of th e plurality of pooto having at leant one panel groove and at 
least on e chann e l formed longitudinally th e rein, the at l e ast on e chann e l being 
configured to receive a shelf bracket or a drawer bracket; and 
first and second flat a plurality of panels attached to the frame to form an exterior, 
each panel being slidably received in the panel groove slit of two of the plurality of posts^ 
wherein the panels have a thickness that is about the same thickness as the slit or larger 
such that the sht engages both sides of the panel . 
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13. (Currently Amended) The modular cabinet of claim 12, wherein the frame is 
configured to interchangeably receive at least one drawer ande r at least one deershelf. 

14. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 12, wherein each of the plurality of posts 
is a single-piece post. 

15. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 14, wherein each post is formed from 
extruded aluminum. 

16. (Currently Amended) The modular cabinet of claim 12, wherein the top and 
bottom members comprise are formed from blow molded plastic.

18. (Currently Amended) A modular cabinet comprising: 

a pair of rear posts and a pair of front posts mounted between a top member and a 
bottom member to form a frame, the rear posts and front posts each having, 

a first longitudinal panel groove configured to receive a flat panel; 

a second longitudinal panel groove configured to receive a flat paiel or a 
door flange; and 

a longitudinal channel each of the rear poots having at least two panel 
grooves, and each of the front posts having at least one panel groove, each post of

24. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 22, further comprising a retainer and a 
first and a second drawer, wherein the retainer is configured to prevent the second drawer from 
moving to an open position when the first drawer is in the closed position. 

25. (Currently Amended) A kit for assembling a modular cabinet comprising the -The 
modular cabinet of claim 22, wherein the components of the cabinet are broken down and 
compacted able and form a kit such that the modular cabinet can be fransported in a compact 
form, the kit being configured to be assembled by a user or purchase r, wherein the user or 
purchaser assombloo substantially all tho components of tho kit by screwing, sUding or snapping 
the components together. 

26. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 22, wherein the posts are formed from 
extruded aluminum. 

27. (Currently Amended) A modular cabinet comprising: 

a plurality of posts mounted between a top member and a bottom member to form 
a frame, each of the plurality of posts being a single piece post and comprising.

29. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 28, wherein the frame is also configured 
to interchangeably receive at least one drawer instead of the at least one door and the-shelf 

30. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 27, fiirther comprising casters attached 
to the bottom of thehottom member.

32. (Original) The modular cabinet of claim 27, wherein the posts are formed from 
extruded aluminum. 

33. (Withdrawn) A cabinet drawer, comprising: 
a bottom plate; 

first and second side plates; 
a rear plate; and 

a front plate, wherein each plate is linked to at least one other plate in a tongue 
and groove relationship. 

34. (Withdrawn) The cabinet drawer of claim 33, wherein the bottom plate and the 
side plate each connect to the first side plate in a tongue and groove relationship. 

35 . (Withdrawn) The cabinet drawer of claim 33, wherein the front plate is connected 
to the bottom plate in a tongue and groove relationship. 

36. (Withdrawn) A cabinet drawer comprising, 
a bottom plate; 

a rear plate; 

first and second opposing side plates; and 
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a front plate, wherein each of the plates are connected to at least one other plate 
such that a portion of each plate is selectively received by a portion of at least one other 
plate, such that the plurality of plates are readily assemblable into a drawer. 

37. (Withdravm) The cabinet drawer of claim 36, wherein each plate receives another 
plate in a male-female relationship. 

38. (Withdrawn) The cabinet drawer of claim 36, wherein at least two plates are 
coupled through a double tongue and groove relationship. 

39. (Withdrawn) The cabinet drawer of claim 36, wherein the portion of the at least 
one other plate is slidably received by the receiving plate. 
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
